Henry Frisch, aged 65 years, for 22 
years a familiar figure In-South St. 
Louis, Where he was known as “the 
egg man,’ because he drove from hou:ze 
tovhouse selling pou'gy and dalry prod- 
ucts, was delirious for five weeks after 
being thrown from his wagon in a co}- 
lision. with Festus J. Wade's automo- 
bile, was once mo-rned as dead, but 
revived while funeral preparations were 
being made, but died three days iater 
at his home, 2923 Texas: avenue, shortly 
aftér. his favorite daughter, Mrs. P. 
E. Noll, hurrying from her home at 
Shawnee, O. T.,° arrived at his bed- 
side. 
A postinortem examination Sunday 
Showed that his fall from his wagon 
WYyen it was struck by the automudile 
at Twentieth and Locust streets Novy. 
2, resulted in concussion, contusion and 
displacetinent of the brain, and that 
either injury would have been sufficient 
to cause death.

Next 
to it and toward the Missouri side is the 
raft span, 360 feet long, and six other 
spans each 210 feet long, making the 
total length 3000 feet. 

““Poor’s Manual, which js a recognized 
authority {nm such matters values the 
Alton Bridge at $3,400,000"” said State's 
Attorney Gillhan. “I believe that one 
half should be taxed by Illinois, and I 
asked that this be done. My investiga- 
tion indicates that the entire bridge and 
bridge property in two states is as- 
sessed at only $594,000, though the bridge 
corporation recently issued $2,500,000 in 
bonds on which interest at the rate of 
4 per cent is being paid. 

“The proceeds of the sale of these 
bonds to the amount of $1,590,000 is re- 
tained by the bridge company as a re- 
serve. It would be interesting to know 
why that is done and to what use the 


money is to be put.”’

The suburbanites of Greenwood and 
the east wing of Maplewood who use 
the early and late Frisco accommoda- 
tion trains have formed a lantern bri- 
gade.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—If Midship- 
man Minor Meriwether Jr. is dismissed 
from the Navy as a result of his court- 
martial on the charges growing out of 
his fist fight with Midshipman Branch 
early in November, and from. the ef- 
fects of which Branch disd, he will be 
reappointed by one of the members 
from Louisiana and a special bill pre- 
sented which, if passed, will reinstate 
the midshipman as an officer of the 
Navy. 

It has become known that Meriwether 
was acquitted on the charge of man- 
Slaughter, but was found guilty of in- 
fringements of the rules and regula- 
tions of the naval academy, which are 
of such seriousness as to warrant his 
dismissal. The case now is in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Navy, 
who probabiy will reach his conclusions 
within a few days. 

It is quite possible that Meriwether 
may be allowed to stay at Annapolis, 
but if that course of action is followed 
by the authoritatives he undoubtedly 
will be given some severe punishment, 
possibly by being dropped back a year. 
Whether he be punished or not in this 
manner, it is likely that Meriwether 
will lose a year, provided he is permit- 
ted to stay at all. He has lost over a 
month from his work and would have 
considerable difficulty in making it up. 
He has written the Secretary of the 
Navy for permission to re-enter his 
classes, but the ‘request has not been 
granted.

HARGIS’ FRIENDS 


Followers of Noble Arm Them- 
selves and Patrol 
Town. 


RESULT OF KILLING 





Hargis Factionist Slays Sworn 
Enemy and Is Fatally 
Shot,

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 11.—The fa- 
mous Hargis-Cockrill feud in Breathitt 
County was renewed Sunday afternoon, 
and as a result one man is dead and an- 


Other mortally wounded. The fight was 
between Grant Holliday, a Callahan 
deputy sheriff, and Jake Noble, whose 
brother, Henry, was an active leader 
againat the Hargises and Callahan in 
the recent:election. It is said that Hol- 
liday had sworn to have the life of 
Jake Noble. 

When they met on Sunday, Holliday 
leveled his shotgun and fired into the 
face and head of Noble. The latter feil 
to the ground, rolled over on his back 
and, while Holliday was looking down 
at him, pulled his revolver and fired 
two bullets into Holliday. The latter 
fell to the ground dead. 

There was unly one witness to the dif- 
ficulty, Henry Patton, and he said 
neither man spoke a word during the 
entire affair. 

Hiolliday has been a henchman of the 
Hargis-Callahan faction for years and 
was an important witness for the de- 
fense in most of the recent trials grow- 
ing out of the killings of Marcum and 
Cockrill. While Noble has never taken 
any part in these trials, he has been 
an ardent su rter of his brothers, 
Henry and Elisha Noble, both of whom 
assisted the commonwealth in the prose- 
cution. During the recent campaign 
Noble worked hard for the fusion ticket 
and helped to bring about the downfall 
of the Hargises and Callahan. It is 
freely predicted that should another 
gun be fired the entire Hargis crowd 
will ineet death, as the friends of the 
Noble boys are ilegion and go about the 
streets heavily armed. 


STRANGE SAFE ROBBERY. 


Police Investigate Wrecking of 
Telegraph Company Vault. 


The police are investigating a vault 
robbery, discovered Sunday forenoon at 
the office of the Union Electric Tele 
graph Co., 102 North Third street, with- 
in half a block of Chestnut Street Po- 
lice Station. 

The knob of the vault door was par- 
tially sawed and then wrenched off, 
without disturbing the combination, and 
the bolts on the inside of the door 
sprung.

Scratches to one side of the knob 
seem to have been made deliberately.

Strand suggests that the office was 
entered with skeleton keys and the vauit 
was opened by an expert, who made the 
marks to cause the work to appear ta 
be that of an amateur.

Present Laws Drive 182 to 
Canada, Uncle Sam Los- 
ing $50,000,000. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11=Some alarming 
conditions which are rapidly drawing 
large manufacturing interests from the 
United States to Canada are to be 
considered within a few days by the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ Association. 

Reports just gathered show that 132 of 


the leading concerns of the country 
have been obliged, chiefly on account 
of tariff restrictions, to establish branch 
plants in Canada. Fifteen of these in- 
dustries have headquarters in Chicago.

The shot. was fired through the win-

head. She fell back in her chair and 
Gjied instantly. 

Mrs. Schrodt heard the rattle of a 
shutter, saw the flash of a gun, heard 
the crash of glass, and in a second saw 
that her sister had been shot, and 
rushed out and gave the alarm. 


After some investigation the son, Wil- 
liam Lacer, was arrested, but the grand 
jury failed to find a true bill 
him‘and he was released. At that time 
the neighbors were all with Lacer and 
believed him innocent, but they have 
now turned and it is sald have furnished 
enough evidence to convict. 

The bullet recovered by the autopsy 
froin the old lady's head was of a pe- 
culiar make. A mould that would cast 
just such a bullet was found in WIiIIl- 
liam: Lacer’s home.

There is very probability that 
in-some bygone age the Antarctic land 
mass acted as a bridge between some 
of the southern continents, but what- 
ever it may have done of service in the 
distribution of types for them, it has ap- 
parentiy done little or nothing for it- 
self. Separated now by some hundreds 
of miles of very stormy ocean from the 
mearesit habitable lands, with current 
of wind and water ail setting in pre- 
cisely the wrong direction, it maintains 
an almost perfect barrenness. 

The Antarctic continent now boasts 
of a vegetation which includes a few 
low forms of moss and lichen, and a 
terrestrial fauna which consists of one 
minute and primitive form of wingless 
insect. Of the whales and seals and 
birds, the last-natnmed alone have any 
pretension at all to a terrestrial habit of 
life, in that they use the moraines and 
rocky cliffs of the continental stores 
as nesting sites. But they are al! pelagic 
gea birds. | 

Yet in this exceedingly unpromising 
land of barren rock and ice there are 
forms of life which are to be met with 
nowhere else, and in this very fact lies 
the interest that attaches to a study 
of the Antarctic fauna.

HE several things in which Miss Florence Roberts {s remindful of Mrs. 
Fiske constitute a startling resemblance. In feature and figure, in quiet 
power, in psychic suggestion, in temperament. and, most of all, in voice, 

this new-comer from the far West !s as much like the East’s famous psy- 
chological actress as the Dromio of Enhesus was like himn of Syracuse. 

This is not altogether fair to Miss Roberts, who has no need for the re- 
flex of another's fame. She is capable of making her own; but it were as 
impossible not to mention it as it would be tmpossible not to notice it, for it 
is the remarkable feature of the engag«ment which opened last night at the 
Century Theater. If one had gone there and had seen the performance of 
“Ann Lamont,” with the light softened just enough to extend the illusion to the 
Roberts chin, which is not the Fiske chin, Ome could have gune through it 


all believing one’s self to have seen and heard the other woman. 

The first St. Louls appearance of Miss Roberts was of rather exceptional 
‘mportance. A Western actress, well-known on the Pacific slope, but unknown 
except by reputation east of the pla'ns, she is essaying now her first tour 
of the Bast. It has been said that upon the nature of her reception here de- 
pends her future plans, at least in so far as they look to the East. If this 
's true it is foolhardy, for the greatest likelihood inthe world is that 8t. 
Louis isn’t going to appreciate Miss Roberts. An art like hers only awakens 
irterest here when it is traditional. The skill of Miss Roberts isn’t in the least 
traditional. There are undoubtedly a considerable number of  theater-goers 
here who are esoteric enough to see In her an exceptional actress of the sort 
that Ibsen had in mind sometimes when he drew women; but for anything 
more than a very limited appreciation Miss Roberts must acquire, in addition 
to her art, a vogue. It may be added that as long as she travels with the sun 
rising in her face she is going in the'right way to get ft. 


Her audience last night was not large, but of such are the players’ Para- 
dise. It had not long felt the quiet power of that wonderful voice before it 
began stirring with the warmth that radiates from good acting. After the 
first act Miss Roberts was given almost an ovation, and after the second act 
She did get one. Had she been a man the audience would have made her 
speak out of her play. There is a possibility that she has her Hmitations 
in some things; indeed, it would seem certain that there are no such 
besoms of tragedy in her as tradition demands; but in the deep-and-still-pool 
work that is often more effective than storm, she js superb. 

“Ann Lamont” is a four-act play by Paul Armstrong, who wrote ‘The 
Heir to the Hoorah.”’ Its interest never flags, but at that it is an unwieldly 
play, with too much and too many characters in it. The excellence with 
which it is done by some of the players and the transcendant Importance of 
its strength easily make one forget a good many crudities. The story is 
neither sweet nor succinct. Mr. Armstrong labored prodigiously with it, and 
he never did quite get it done. It is well produced by John Cort, a Western 
producer rew to us here, and the company is in some respects notable. Max 
Figman, infectiously clever and jolly, is the chief male character. Robert Mc- 
Wade, capable veteran; H. 8. Northrup, whose villain is always one of the 
best extant; Nora Lamison, Clifford Leigh dnd Lucille York are all capital 
members cf the troupe. ‘2 s 


Beauty and the Bishop. 


The good looks of Miss Drina De Wolfe are a very appealing factor in ‘“‘The 
Bishop,"’ which began a week’s engagement at the Garrick tast night. She’s 
new to St. Louis—and it won't be at all strange if she runs a beauty race with 
Miss Maxine Elliott before the week's end. | 

One thinks both of Viola Allen and of Julia Arthur in contemplating the 
handsomeness of Miss We Wolfe. She is somewhat of the fiery type of Miss 
Arthur, and, again, in softer mood, there’s an irresistible suggestion of the 
other. It’s a curious composite resemblance, and one is puzzliny over it all 
the time one studies her as the Duchess of Quenten in Mrs. Craigie’s comedy. 

Not that this means any neglect of Mr. William H. Thompson's work in 
the title role of the play. The audience last night thought so well of Mr. 
Thompson that it gave him nine curtain calls after the second act and com- 
pelled a speech in which he said that St. Louis’ critical verdict on a play 
was more dreaded than that of New York. Excellent character actor that he 
is, Mr.. Thompson makes a very clear-cut figure of the gentle, humorous and 
lovable old Bishop of Rance. It is a delicate creation, this of Mrs. Craizie’s, 
more as if it had been drawn to be smiled over in the library than subjected 
to the trying glare of the footlights. One trembles for the dramatic life of 
“The Bishop” because of this delicacy of treatment in creation. 


But Mr. Thompson doesn't tremble. He goes along with quiet confidence, 
putting his best work into every unobtrusive stroke of interpretation, finely 
sincere and tranqullly depending upon @n average play-going audience to appre- 
There isn’t a single. opportunity for him to score heavily 
in the customary way. Three curtains descend at moments when, with ob- 
vious refusal to be theatric, the piaywright has willed that the acts shall be 
naturally terminated. It is the most candid work of renunciation I have ever 
seen staged. And the star of the play acts his part In the same spirit. 


Evidently, Mrs. Craigie wrote “The Bishop” bravely along lines congenial 
to the literary, not the dramatic, soul. it Isn’t a play of action and situations. 
{t's a play of finely shaded speech and the semi-humorous study of character 
in repose. It's as peaceful as the remote French abbey in which it has its be- 
ginning. An ecclesiastical hush rests Upon it. Its story of young Francis 
Ifericourt’s renunciation of the religious life and his salvation for his logical 
sweetheart by his benevolently sly old uncle, the Bishop, is of almost clois- 
tered purity. Even his temptress, the willful Duchess of the beautiful Miss De 
Wolfe’s pluying, is the best of women, sybmissively kissing the Bishop’s ring 
when at last she ceases to bedevil the poor lad with her beauty. _ 

Miss De Wolfe gives excelent Support fo Mr. Thompson. The others of the 
ttle company in the cast are adequate, although there could be a more ingen- 
uously played Francis than that of Mr. yonn Ince, and the Barbara Arreton 
of Miss Fay Wallace is almost too juvenije to be convincing. But the spirit 
in which the play was written is maintainea with reasonuble faithfulness by 
the players as a body. 

I am keenly curious to see how such 
fare in the world dramatic.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Terry McGov- 
ern bases his hope of whipping Battling 
Nelson upon two blows. One is a heart 


jpunch, the other is a hook to the chin. | 

The chip en the chin usually brings a 
quicker finish, but once in a while the 
heart blow is just as sudden and ef- 
fective. | 

This will be a great battle between 
McGovern and Nelson on the 26th of 
January, if it comes eff according to 
schedule. It will be a slam-bang affair;

Nelson may not box cleverly, but he 
fights cleverly, and that is a much at 
ter thing to do. He goes right to t 
mark. He goes right at his man in a 
straight line, instead of indulging in a 
lot of faney sidesteps, feints, delays and 
quibbling footwork. He picks his mark, 
makes his openings, and then pops his 
fists out like a sharpshooter’s bullet, 
straight toe the bull’s eye, He can hit, 
too, but he can't hit like McGovern, in 
spite of his greater weight. Nelson said 
yesterday: “I can hit‘as hard as any 
man of my weight in the world. The 
reason why I have never knocked gut 
my man quickly is that I fight cau- 
tiously. I fight to win, but I take care 
a. to be Knocked out by a fluke my- 
self.”’ * 

I iink Nelson has the wrong end of 
the -.tgument. I have seen him fight 
and @ does not go at the affair cau- 
tiously at all. He is as incautious as 
McGovern because he has unlimited con- 
fidence in his own ability to take pun- 
ishment without weakening. 

He plunges all the time. He never 
holds back cautiously. He is a great 
blocker, but he is always more than 
willing to slug with anyone. The best 
proof that he is not a very hard hitter 
is that all of his fights have gone along 
nearly 20 rounds before he managed to 
get over the finishing punch. Nelson 
never knocks a man out until he has 
worn him by his plunging tactics. } 
Young Corbett told me that Nelson 
never hit him hard enough to hurt un- 
til he was so tired that he was ready to 
drop at a tap. “I wore myself out 
punching Nelsan,”’ said Corbett. “He 
was easy to hit and he kept coming. I 
always thought I could knoek out any 
man who would carry the fight to me, 
but this fellow ate punishment wo.
